Commissioned  Officers

Over  a hundred  names  have  been  added  to  the  last  service 
roll  published  in  The  Greyhound.  Six  months  ago  the  list 
numbered  710  alumni.  Today  the  list  includes  815  men  repre- 
senting Loyola  actively  in  the  war. 

Although.  Loyola’s  enrollment  is  small,  at  present,  the  rate  at  which 
her  men  are  entering  the  armed  forces  has  not  decreased.  This  was  due 
mainly  to  the  fact  that  in  the  last  half  year  two  classes  have  been  grad- 
uated and  almost  all  of  these  men 


Victory  Rally 
Inaugurates 
Bond  Drive 

The  Student  Council  has  inaugu- 
rated a new  War  Bond  and  Stamp 
Drive.  A Bond  stand  has  been 
erected  in  the  Cafeteria,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Bagley  is  general  chairman 
of  the  drive. 

This  drive  furnishes  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  Loyola  men  to  do 
their  part  in  winning  the  war.  The 
students  are  urged  to  acquire  the 
habit  of  buying  at  least  one  stamp  a 
day,  and,  above  all,  to  have  their 
families  buy  their  bonds  through 
tlie  College.  The  stand  in  the  Cafe- 
teria is  open  every  lunch  period. 

“We  have  a long  way  to  go  to 
reach  the  $20,000  goal,  but  if  every 
student  buys  a stamp  a day  and  en- 
courages his  family  to  buy  their 
bonds  here,  we  can  surpass  that 
total  easily.  So  let’s  all  ‘Back  the 
Attack’  with  a ‘Stamp  A Day’,”  said 
Mr.  Bagley. 

The  students  of  Loyola  bought 
$25,000  worth  of  Bonds  and  Stamps 
last  year  on  the  campus  in  a cam- 
paign sponsored  by  The  Greyhound. 
Their  readiness  to  aid  in  our  coun- 
try’s conflicts  will  be  carried  on  in 
the  present  campaign. 

Thus  far  a sizeable  amount  of 
Bonds  and  Stamps  has  been  sold  in 
the  Cafeteria,  and  the  Bond  stand 
has  become  a popular  spot  during 
the  lunch  periods. 

A bond  rally  attended  by  the  en- 
tire student  body  was  held  on  Mon- 
day. Featured  were  a stamp  auc- 
tion, and  speeches  by  members  of 
the  Victory  Commission  at  Loyola 
College. 


“The  inauguration  of  an  exten- 
sive, permanent  Adult  Education 
series  here  at  Evergreen  has  been 
received  with  a very  enthusiastic 
response  and  the  results  are  ex- 
tremely gratifying,”  stated  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Donceel,  S.  J„  Dean  of  the 
newly-formed  Adult  Education  pro- 
gram.

The  students  are  assigned  regular 
homework,  use  standard  text  books, 
and  are  urged  to  copy  the  notes  that 
are  dictated  during  the  evening.  In 
general,  the  attitude  of  the  students 
attending  the  classes  is  one  of  ser 
ious  and  mature  concern.

Donceel  holding 
psychology  classes  on  Tuesdays. 
Effective  writing  periods  are  under 
the  guidance  of  Fr.  Gibbons  on 
Wednesday  nights.  History  is 
taught  by  Dr.  Doehler  on  Thurs- 
days, and  the  Friday  night  ses- 
sions are  directed  by  Fr.  Herlihy  in 
Theology,  and  Fr.  Ayd,  who  holds 
Labor  Relations  classes  at  St.  Igna- 
tius’, Calvert  and  Madison  streets. 
Classes  start  promptly  at  eight  p.  m. 
and  new  applicants  are  invited.

James  F.  McGee,  ex  ’40,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Coast  Arfillery  in  the 
United  States  Army,  was  captured 
by  the  Japanese  at  the  fall  of  Cor- 
regidor  in  the  spring  of  ’42.  McGee 
entered  the  Army  on  May  7,  1941, 
exactly  seven  months  before  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  II.  Later 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Philip- 
pines after  volunteering  for  foreign 
service. 

Sinush  Prisoner 

Victor  Sinush,  ’42,  at  first  re- 
ported killed  in  action,  has,  by  the 
latest  bulletins,  been  taken  prison- 
er by  the  Nazis  and  is  now  in  a 
German  prison  camp.

Many  Join  V-7 

Of  the  October  10  graduating 
class,  28  entered  the  Navy  under 
the  V-7  Plan  and  another  large  per- 
centage entered  the  Naval  Reserve. 
The  V-7  program  was  closed  to  the 
class  of  January  16  and  most  of  the 
class  entered  the  Army  via  the 
selective  service. 

For  those  interested  in  statistics 
it  was  found  that  of  the  815  in  the 
armed  forces,  468  are  in  the  Army, 
and  299  in  the  Navy.  The  Marine 
Corps  accounts  for  31,  the  Coast 
Guard  for  11,  and  the  Maritime 
Service  for  6. 

One-Third  Officers 

Another  point  of  interest  may  be 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of 
officers  to  men  in  the  Army  and 
Navy  is  1 to  18.  However,  in  re- 
viewing our  list  we  find  that  the 
ratio  among  our  alumni  is  better 
than  1 to  3.  This  is  a very  gratify- 
ing fact.  But  even  this  does  not 
tell  the  whole  tale,  for  a very  large 
percentage  of  the  two  thirds  w'ho 
are  not  officers  are  made  up  of 
alumni  in  Army  and  Navy  colleges. 

Fighting  Loyola  men  have  distin- 
guished themselves  all  over  the 
globe.  One  was  a member  of  the 
heroic  band  at  Bataan,  another  was 
at  Pearl  Harbor  on  December  7, 
still  another  was  aboard  the  air- 
craft carrier  Lexington  when  she 
was  sunk  in  the  Pacific.  Several 
have  been  awarded  the  Distinguish- 
ed Flying  Cross,  and  one  is  credited 
with  commanding  a bomber  which 
has  a record  of  sinking  four  sub- 
marines. 

Division  Of  Officers 

Of  the  274  officers  among  the 
alumni  the  ranks  are  divided  as 
follows:  Army,  Second  Lieutenants, 
81;  First  Lieutenants,  22;  Captains, 
15;  Majors,  6;  Lieutenant  Colonels, 
1;  Colonels,  2.  Navy,  Ensigns,  86; 
Lieutenants  (j.g.)  51;  Lieutenants, 
5;  Lieutenant  Commanders,  4.

iographies  Of  Loyola’s  Dead  In  Armed  Services 


James  S.  Knell,  ex  ’43 

On  August  28,  1943,  word  came  of 
the  death  of  James  S.  Knell.  He 
was  reported  missing  in  action  on 
March  17,  but  confirmation  of  his 
death  was  delayed  until  August. 

Seaman  Knell  entered  Loyola 
College  in  the  fall  of  1939,  and  re- 
mained a student  here  until  the 
autumn  of  1942,  when  he  enlisted 
in  the  Navy.  He  was  sent  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Sta- 
tion where  he  qualified  as  a gunner 
in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

Jim  Knell  carried  on  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  Knell  family  for  patrio- 
tic sacrifices  as  his  brother  William 
A.  Knell  was  reported  missing  pre- 
vious to  this  date.  Their  father 
was  the  famous  Doctor  William  A. 
Knell. 


Mark  W.  Jenkins,  ex  ’44 

Mark  Wilcox  Jenkins,  ex  ’44, 
crashed  to  death  in  early  December 
of  1943  while  on  active  duty  with 
the  United  States  Marine  Air  Corps. 

Although  he  had  completed  but 
one  year  of  his  college  course,  he 
left  to  join  the  Naval  Air  Corps  and 
was  sent  to  the  Pensacola  Florida 
Air  Base  for  preliminary  training. 
He  was  later  transferred  to  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas,  where  he  won  his 
wings. 

Since  Mark  obtained  his  commis- 
sion with  exceptionally  high  grades, 
he  was  allowed  to  choose  the  Ma- 
rine Air  Corps  as  the  branch  of  the 
service  which  he  most  preferred. 
Having  entered  this  service  arm  he 
was  sent  to  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
for  further  training  before  he  was 
scheduled  to  be  sent  overseas. 


Charles  Alfred 
McCollum,  ex  ’44 

Ensign  Charles  Alfred  McCollum, 
ex  ’44,  was  killed  in  a plane  crash 
off  Catalina  Island  while  stationed 
at  the  California  Naval  Air  Base. 

While  cruising  at  10,000  feet  Mc- 
Collum’s engine  went  dead,  and  his 
plane  crashed  into  the  sea. 

After  having  completed  two  years 
at  Loyola  College,  McCollum  enlis- 
ted in  the  Naval  Air  Corps  and  was 
sent  to  Athens,  Georgia,  for  his  pre- 
liminary training.  He  was  later 
transferred  to  Pensacola  where  he 
was  awarded  his  Navy  wings. 

While  at  Loyola  McCollum  was 
very  active  in  extracurricular  ac- 
tivities. He  was  notable  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  basketball  squad,  and  as 
a public  speaker  of  renown. 


Richard  H.  McCaffrey, 
ex  '37 

Lieutenant  (j.  g.)  Richard  H.  Mc- 
Caffrey, U.  S.  N.  R.,  was  killed  in 
action  in  the  Mediterranean  area 
two  years  after  the  Japanese  sneak 
attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.  He  had 
been  on  active  duty  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  African  campaign. 

Lieutenant  McCaffrey  attended 
Loyola  in  1934  and  1935.  He  enter- 
ed reserve  military  training  in  Sep- 
tember 1941,  and  was  commissioned 
a Lieutenant  on  December  15  of  the 
same  year. 

Prior  to  his  enlistment  he  was 
employed  by  the  International 
Business  Machine  Corporation  at 
its  local  office.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  24  years  old  and  un- 
married. 

At  Loyola,  McCaffrey  made  a 
great  many  acquaintances,  lasting 
friendships,  and  was  a stellar  ath- 
lete. 


William  A.  Knell,  ’40 

Second  Lieutenant  William  A. 
Knell,  U.  S.  A.  A.  F.  was  reported 
missing  in  action  on  January  31, 
1943,  when  he  failed  to  return  from 
a foray  in  a P-38  over  Tunisia.  Lat- 
er, his  death  was  confirmed. 

After  receiving  his  degree  at 
Loyola  College  in  June,  1940,  Bill 
joined  the  Army  Air  Corps  and  re- 
ceived his  wings  on  May  31,  1942,  in 
Victorville,  California.  After  being 
on  active  duty  for  about  four 
months  in  the  African  theatre,  he 
was  reported  missing  by  the  War 
Department.  Later,  news  of  his 
death  reached  home. 

Bill  was  very  active  in  sports  and 
extracurricular  activities.  He  was 
manager  of  the  basketball  team  and 
gained  quite  a reputation  for  him- 
self as  captain  of  the  tennis  team. 
It  was  he  who  brought  tennis  into 
its  own  as  a sport  at  Loyola.  In 
1939,  under  his  leadership,  the 
squad  gained  a fine  reputation 
among  eastern  colleges.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  the  team  trounced 
every  other  state  team,  and  finished 
with  a record  of  fourteen  wins  as 
against  only  two  losses.  Besides 
this,  he  was  a member  of  the  Social 
Science  Club,  International  Rela- 
tions Club  and  a member  of  the 
Evergreen  staff. 

He  is  a brother  of  Seaman  James 
Knell  (see  above)  who  also  lost  his 
life  in  the  service. 

A sister  of  these  brothers,  who 
was  a nurse  in  the  U.  S.  Army 
Nurse  Corps,  recently  died  in  a 
New  Orleans  hospital. 


John  N.  Delahay,  ex  *43 

Pfc.  John  N.  Delahay  was  killed 
in  the  North  African  campaign  on 
April  21,  1943.  Pfc.  Delahay  was 
recommended  for  Officers  Candidate 
School  at  the  completion  of  his 
basic  training,  but  his  regiment  was 
ordered  overseas  before  he  could 
enter. 

A few  days  prior  to  his  death, 
Jack  Delahay  assisted  in  the  sacri- 
fice of  the  Mass  at  the  battle  front 
in  which  an  ammunition  case  serv- 
ed as  the  altar.  His  death  was  a 
severe  blow  to  his  family  and  the 
great  number  of  his  friends  in 
Baltimore,  especially  those  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Sts.  Philip  and 
James  Church. 

John  Delahay  came  to  Loyola 
College  in  1938  from  Loyola  High 
School  where  he  starred  on  the  foot- 
ball team  in  a triumphant  season, 
and  was  ehosen  a member  of  the 
All  Maryland  Football  Squad.  Dur- 
ing his  short  stay  at  Loyola  he  serv- 
ed the  College  both  faithfully  and 
capably. 


Walter  F.  Collins,  ex  ’43 

Cadet  Walter  “Rip”  Collins  was 
killed  in  a training  plane  crash  at 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  on  April  27, 
1943.  Cadet  Collins  was  to  have 
received  his  wings  and  commission 
in  the  Naval  Air  Corps  on  the  very 
day  of  the  accident. 

He  entered  the  Air  Corps  in  July, 
1942,  two  years  after  he  had  begun 
his  studies  at  the  College.  While 
at  Loyola,  “Rip”  was  very  active  in 
sports,  playing  football  on  both  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  teams. 
He  was  also  a devoted  member  of 
the  Sodality.  Rip  graduated  from 
Loyola  High  School  in  1940,  and 
throughout  his  college  career  he 
personified  the  perfect  Catholic 
gentleman  in  everything  he  did.

William  T.  Goodwin, 
ex  ’43 

The  tenth  Loyola  alumnus  to  lose 
his  life  in  this  war  is  William  T. 
Goodwin,  ex  ’43,  who  was  killed  in 
a training  accident  on  January  10, 
1944,  while  on  duty  with  the  Naval 
Air  Corps. 

Cadet  Goodwin  came  to  Loyola  in 
the  autumn  of  1939  and  entered 
into  many  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties with  his  characteristic  enthusi- 
asm. On  the  athletic  field  he  play- 
ed J.  V.  basketball,  and  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  varsity  baseball  team. 

He  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the 
Sodality  and  the  Holy  Name  Soci- 
Always  interested  in  aviation, 
be  enlisted  in  the  Naval  Air  Corps 
soon  after  Pearl  Harbor.  Here,  his 
previous  experience  in  the  C.  A .A. 
aided  him,  and  he  advanced  rapidly 
in  his  classes.  He  had  just  been 
transferred  to  the  Marine  Air  Corps 
when  his  death  occurred. 


Bernard  Shea,  ex  '29 

The  oldest  alumnus  to  meet  death 
was  Bernard  Shea  of  the  class  of 
1929.  Shea  died  while  in  service 
at  a Naval  Hospital  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  November,  1943. 

Shea  entered  Loyola  in  the  hey- 
day of  athletics,  and  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  athletes  of  his  class. 
As  a football  player  he  was  best 
known  for  his  versatility  in  alter- 
nating between  the  positions  of 
quarterback  and  halfback. 

His  prowess  in  sports  was  not 
confined  to  football,  but  included 
baseball,  in  which  he  proved  a cap- 
able third  baseman. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  present 
conflict,  Bernie  enlisted  in  the  Med- 
ical Corps  of  the  Navy.  He  was 
serving  as  Pharmacist’s  Mate,  sec- 
ond class,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 


Harry  L.  Rogers,  ex  ’43 

Harry  L.  Rogers,  ex  ’43,  was  kill- 
ed in  an  accident  while  training 
with  the  Naval  Air  Corps.  Rogers 
is  among  those  who  lead  the  list  of 
the  early  entrants  into  the  war,  hav- 
ing enlisted  long  before  hostilities 
were  begun. 

While  at  Loyola  Harry  was  ex- 
tremely prominent  in  the  social  ac- 
tivities around  the  campus.  He  was 
very  popular  with  his  classmates, 
and  was  instrumental  in  making 
many  of  the  college  dances  memor- 
able successes. 

After  entering  Loyola  in  1939,  he 
continued  to  be  an  ardent  sports  fan 
until  his  departure,  and  was  con- 
tinually “up-to-date”  on  the  happen- 
ings of  the  Greyhounds.  He  was  the 
first  to  die  in  service. 


Frank  S.  Brown,  ’40 

Ensign  Frank  Brown  was  the 
second  alumnus  to  lose  his  life  in 
action.  He  was  killed  in  the  South 
Pacific  area  when  his  fighter  plane 
fell  into  the  sea  on  April  9,  1942. 

At  Loyola,  Ensign  Brown,  grand- 
son of  former  Governor  Brown  of 
Maryland,  was  a member  of  the  La- 
crosse team  and  also  a member  of 
the  first  class  in  the  C.  A.  A.  course 
in  flying  when  it  was  established 
in  1939. 

Ensign  Brown  joined  the  Navy 
Air  Corps  in  1941,  and  received  his 
training  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  He 
received  his  commission  in  Novem- 
ber of  1941.  He  served  on  an  un- 
identified aircraft  carrier  during 
the  last  days  of  his  life.  It  was 
from  this  carrier  that  he  made  his 
final  fateful  flight.

’The  Hawk”  And  The  Saga  Of  The  Sax 


Last  of  the  major  instruments  to 
arrive  in  jazz,  the  saxophone  has 
never  proven  quite  adaptable  to  the 
New  Orleans  style  nor  seemed  quite 
appropriate  in  the  Chicago  style. 
There  have  been  rare  exceptions 
(Stomp  Evans  on  alto  and  Happy 
Cauldwell  on  tenor  in  colored  en- 
semble, together  with  their  white 
counterparts  Boyce  Brown  and  Bud 
Freeman,  respectively),  but  even 
these  fine  musicians  frequently  tend 
to  overburden  the  melodic  section. 

The  so-called  Kansas  City,  full  of 
riffs  and  brilliantly  scored  saxo- 
phone ensembles  riding  over  a 
powerful,  driving  four-four  rhythm, 
took  shape  for  the  first  time  when 
the  members  of  Bennie  Moten’s 
great  organization  decided  to  pat- 
tern their  music  after  the  famous 
McKinney  Cotton  Pickers.  Like- 
wise, the  K.  C.  saxophonists  took 
their  lead  from  three  McKinney 
stars,  the  altos  from  Don  Redman 
and  Benny  Carter,  the  tenors  from 
Coleman  Hawkins.  Now  a former 
Ellington  stalwart,  Ben  Webster 
(who  has  had  such  an  influence  on 
the  playing  of  the  white  tenor  man, 
Dave  Matthews)  first  gained  fame 
as  the  Moten  tenor  soloist.  Two 
later  K.  C.  bands  furnished  sax  ex- 
perts; the  Andy  Kirk  orchestra 
featuring  the  late  Dickie  Wilson  on 
tenor,  while  Count  Basie  threw  the 
spotlight  on  altoist  Tab  Smith  and 
tenor  man  Lester  Young  and  the 
late  Herschal  Evans.  Entirely 
original,  Young  is  the  only  colored 
saxman  who  has  not  gone  to  Haw- 
kins for  inspiration.  Even  the  late 
Chu  Berry  and  Paul  Bascom  can  be 


considered  followers  of  “the  Hawk”. 
Vido  Musso  is  the  finest  among 
many  white  tenormen  who  have 
fashioned  their  playing  on  that  of 
Hawkins. 

Johnny  Hodges,  whose  genius  is 
so  vital  and  so  consistent  that  other 
altos  sound  lukewarm  beside  him, 
has  a style  all  his  own,  impossible 
to  match,  too  difficult  to  copy,  too 
intense  and  personal  even  to  ana- 
lyse. To  a somewhat  lesser  degree, 
the  same  can  be  said  for  two  white 
tenors,  Bud  Freeman  and  Eddie 
Miller.  The  former  has  been  close- 
ly identified  with  Chicago  jazz,  the 
latter  with  Dixieland.  Both  are 
highly  original,  and  neither  reveals 
even  the  slightest  trace  of  Hawkins. 
But  probably  the  most  dependable 
and  capable  lead  alto  in  the  busi- 
ness is  Hilton  Jefferson,  while 
Willie  Smith  is  noted  as  an  able  and 
accomplished  all-around  alto.  In- 
cidentally, both  musicians  are  col- 
ored. George  Auld,  whose  tenor 
work  appears  to  combine  the  styles 
of  Coleman  Hawkins  and  Lester 
Young,  should  be  mentioned,  if  only 
for  the  brief  series  of  records  he 
made  as  a member  of  the  Goodman 
Sextet. 

Concerning  the  Hawk  himself,  it 
is  best  to  go  to  his  record  “Body  and 
Soul,”  to  study  and  appreciate  the 
genius  of  this  great  musician.  On 
this  record  he  allows  his  magnifi- 
cent tone  and  imagination  free  rein, 
and  produces  a disc  that  has  served 
as  a master  pattern  for  all  subse- 
quent tenor  sax  “concertos”  record- 
ed by  his  many  admirers.

Through  days  and  nights  of 
gruelling  aerial  battle,  our  air- 
borne soldiers  struck  relentlessly 
at  the  heart  of  the  aggressor’s  sup- 
ply bases.  Little  will  ever  be 
known  of  the  heroic  sacrifices  these 
men  made  in  the  fulfillment  of  their 
duties,  but  the  story  of  much  of  the 
adventure  which  they  experienced 
can  now  be  told.  Our  soldiers  are 
not  super-fighters.  They  are,  as  we 
see  from  Target : Germany , mere 
men  who  know  what  type  of  world 
they  want  and  are  willing  to  sacri- 
fice their  lives  for  the  success  of 
that  world.

Her  ex- 
emplary life  aided  her  in  reestab- 
lishing the  Carmelite  order  as  a 
cloistered  contemplative  group. 
Teresa  herself  found  many  new 
convents,  which  supplied  the 
“spiritual  ammunition”  for  Christ’s 
fighting  forces  in  the  front  line.

Scribe  Notes’  Career 
3f  Student  Musician

Young  American  musicians  of  to- 
day are  being  offered  many  oppor- 
tunities which  should  prove  inval- 
uable in  later  years.  One  of  Balti- 
more’s most  enterprising  musicians 
is  Johnny  Grimm,  a sophomore  at 
Loyola  College.  Boasting  an  all 
girl  glee  club,  a military  band,  a 
symphony  orchestra  and  a swing 
band,  Johnny  can  justly  claim  all 
the  praise  he  receives. 

During  his  high  school  days  at 
Poly,  Johnny  was  exceptionally  ac- 
tive in  the  musical  clubs  there. 

With  only  a few  hours  of  formal 
musical  training  on  which  to  rely, 

Grimm  began  playing  percussion  in- 
struments in  Poly’s  symphony  orch- 
estra. The  school’s  military  band 
kept  him  occupied  as  drum  major 
for  three  and  a half  years.  Poly’s 
glee  club  also  found  him  an  active 
member. 

As  a diversion,  Johnny  organized 
his  own  swing  band.  The  members 
of  this  group  were  drawn  from  the 
high  schools  of  Baltimore.  How- 
ever, Grimm  maintained  his  policy 
of  never  asking  school  authorities 
to  recruit  musicians  for  him.  Thus 
his  organizations  have  remained 
non-partisan.  Johnny’s  swing  band 
had  the  honor  of  playing  in  the 
Poly  Follies  for  three  consecutive 
years.

“The  musicians  who  work  with 
me  like  to  divide  their  interests 
between  semi-classical  works  and 
modern  numbers,”  said  the  maestro. 
“But  I think  that  the  majority  of 
America’s  young  musicians  prefer 
semi-classical  music.” 

Upon  entering  Loyola,  Johnny 
kept  his  activities  running  at  full 
speed  by  enlarging  his  symphony 
orchestra,  which  now  numbers 
forty-five  members.  The  swing 
band  with  thirteen  men,  and  the 
military  band  with  thirty  members 
are  continuing  their  work  despite 
wartime  curtailments.  The  draft 
boards  have  so  far  taken  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  his  personnel. 

Unionism  has  never  bothered 
Johnny  for  none  of  his  musicians 
belong  to  a union. 

Grimm  has  never  had  any  direct 
sponsor.  But  at  the  present  time 
he  has  the  use  of  Moose  Hall,  where 
he  rehearses  with  his  different  or- 
ganizations. He  is  staging  a con- 
cert and  dance  on  March  6 and  7, 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Moose. 
Johnny  plans  to  use  all  four  of  his 
groups  in  this  concert. 

For  a young  college  student  work- 
ing with  musicians  whose  ages 
range  from  fifteen  to  twenty  years, 
this  is  a man-sized  job.  So  the 
“best  of  luck,”  Johnny,  now  and  in 
future  years.
